The amount of silver plate consider­ 
ed necessary in a well appoiuteu house 
has had numerous additions in the last 
few years. 
No dinner appointments 
are entirely complete without a silver 
dish for hors d’oeuvres. 
The favorite 
style is of plain silver and has four 
compartments, with a glass iu each 
Silver servers go with this, and it 
makes also an attractive setting f<*r 
sweets. 
It is a curious fact that, while 
the taste for savories at the commence­ 
ment of a dinner is growing, there 
seems to have developed an increased 
appreciation of sweets at the conclu­ 
sion.
